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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/26/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the cited references do not teach "erasing the 
notification message responsive to the procedure related to contacting a specific 
address". The examiner disagrees. 

First of all, in regard to the argument that there is no freeing of space by erasing 
data, there is no indication in the claims which state anything with regard freeing of 
space. Therefore, the examiner considers this argument moot. 

Second of all, the examiner reiterates that the notification message, whether it is 
LED, tone, or display based, is stored in a temporary buffer in a user terminal in order 
for a user of the user terminal to be informed of an incoming stored message. That 
temporary buffer is interpreted by the examiner to be the "memory" as stated in the 
claims. The examiner does not refer to the reset switch in the Quinn reference, but 
rather the other option which is cited in col. 6, lines 58-64, which states that the 
deactivation signal can be used in response to the message being retrieved. The 
deactivation signal then proceeds to deactivate the LED, or remove the notification 
message from the display of the terminal. Deactivating the LED can be the same as 
erasing a notification from the temporary buffer of the device to light the LED. Also, 
removing a notification from the display of the terminal can be the same as erasing from 
the memory of the display buffer a notification message. Because of the statements 
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above, the examiner still believes that the cited prior art teaches the limitations of 
"erasing the notification message responsive to the procedure related to contacting a 
specific address".
